Half a century ago the Left Handed 


Earl died, and they will tell you of a 
three days' search for a minister brave 
enough to pray by the open coffin and 
that in the middle of the prayer the 
mourners rose to their feet and ran out of 
the room because of something^ squatting 
on the corpse's chest.

ant prattle of their new friends allayed 
«nsnic.'on rather than roused it. Never- 
theless oueer rumors arose In recent times 
which, I dare say, few believed who came 
from a distance, yet were they sufficiently 
tfsaulcting to make guests leave their 
children at home. and. as I understand, 
on the 4th of September, 1890, several 
Tears hid passed since a child had slept 
in the *a«ae.

HANDWRITING EXPERTS. 


One of Them Explain* How They DO 
Their Work. 


It would seem from the frequent ap- 


pearance of handwriting experts in the 
court* and the charges they make for 
their services that there must be some- 
thing occult about the science of chlrog- 
raphy and that the ways of the hand- 
writing expert must be queer and devi- 
ous. To hear one of these men explain 
his science, however, it all appears excep- 
tionally simple. One of the best known 
of these experts a few days ago explained 
his plan of work in this wise: 


"When a writing of unidentified au- 


thorship Is submitted to me, I aim to de- 
termine the dissimilarities it exhibits from 
a conventional standard. 
Every person. 


writes with a certain general movement, 
these movements being classified under 
the heads of forearm movements, wrist 
movements and finger movements. The 
trained eye can see at a glance according 
to what general system the writing is. 
penned. 
"This anonymous writing we call the 


•suspect.* The suspect i* now carefully 
analyzed 
Every letter In every word is 


dissected, and each departure from the 
standard Is noted. These dissimilarities, 
taken in full, will be invarably found to 
be characteristic of the writer. In spite 
of himself they will appear to • greater 
or less extent in everything that he writes. 


"Having thus analyzed the suspect, I 


take up the specimens of known author- 
ship and regarded as being very likely of 
identical authorship with the suspect. 
These specimens we call the exemplars. 
They are analyzed and dissected, just as 
In the case of the suspects. It will be 
very easy in most cases to say that cer- 
tain of the exemplars could not have been 
penned by the author of the suspect, and 
after more careful examination it will be 
possible to say with accuracy whether the 
suspect wa* written by the writer of one 
of the exemplars, and if so, which one. 


"In cases of disguised handwriting the 


difficulty I* generally not greatly increas- 
ed. A person simply cannot avoid betray- 
ing himself In his penmanship, and al- 
though he may successfully disguise a 
few letters, in the main the natural dis- 
similarities from the accepted standard 
will be evident and unmistakable. 


"In eases of disguised handwriting the 


expert must first determine the method of 
the disguise so as to know what are the 
real and what the nnreal feature* of the 
person's regular handwriting which are 
here displayed. Having determined the 
method the rest ii easy, for an adjust- 
ment can be made in every case, just as 
the surveyor allows in his calculations 
for abnormal influences upon his com- 
pass."— New York Time*.

WHEN LINCOLN DIED. 


Am Editorial by Orccler That Wo* 


Nor Printed In The Tribune. 


The following very remarkable story is 


told in "James Russell Lowell and HU 
Friends" (Scribner's), by Edward Everett 
Hale. He is writing of Sidney H. Gay, 
then managing editor of the New York 
Tribune. 
"I have never seen In print Gay's story 


of that fearful night when Lincoln was 
killed. But one hears it freely repeated in 
conversation, and I see no reason why St 
should not be printed now. 


"With the news of the murder of Lin- 


coln there came to New York every other 
terrible message. The office of The Trib- 
une of course received echoes of all the 
dispatches which showed the alarm at 
Washington. There were orders for the 
arrest of this man, there were suspicions 
of the loyalty of that man. No one knew 
what the ruonow might bring. 


"In the midst of the anxiety of such 


hours to Mr. Gay, the acting editor of 
that paper, there entered the foreman of 
the typesetting room He brought with 
him the proof of Mr. Greelcy's leading 
article, as he had left it before leaving 
the city for the day. It was a brutal, bit- 
ter, sarcastic personal attack on Presi- 
dent Lincoln, the man who when Gay 
read the article was dying In Washing- 
ton."Gay read the article and asked the 
foreman if he had nny piivatc place 
where he could lock up the type to which 
no one but himself had access. The fore 
man said he had. Gay bade him tie up 
the type, lock the galley with this article 
in his cupboard and tell no one what he 
had told him. Of course no such article 
appeared in The Tribune the next morn- 
ing."But when Gay arrived the next day 
at the office he was met with the news 
that 'the old man' wanted him and the 
intimation that 'the old man' was very 
angry. Gay waited upon Greeiey. 
'"Are you there, Mr. Gay? I have 


been looking for you. They tell me you 
oidered my leader out of this morning'i 
paper. Is it your paper or mine? I 
should like to know if I cannot print 
what I choose la my own. paper!' This In 
a great rage. 
" 'The paper Is yours, Mr. Grecley. Thi

Into the 'Water. 


A good div<>r may occasionally lose hia 


balance when taking a high dive, but be- 
ing generally cool headed he can regain it 
or at any rate sufficiently «o to prevent 
injury to himself, for if he cam* from a 
great height fiat on to hi* stomach he 
would, we are told, be torn open, moat 
probably with fatal results. While this 
presumably is anatomically possible, it is 
doubtful whether there is any actual case 
on record among medical and diving au- 
thorities. 
Divers sometimes go deaf through not 


sufficiently protecting the face and head. 
Many find it difficult to drop the bead 
sufficiently to get It well between the 
-arm*; ^;he^'*«lt i* *h«» get •onw t»«men. 
don* blow* on the head, and If the water 
I* struck sideways the ear gets most of 
the concussion, and the result will not im- 
probably be a rupture of the membrane 
of the tympanum. A little medicated 
wool, dipped In oil and placed In the ears, 
is said to be a preventive to such an acci- 
dent, but it b disregarded by most ex- 
perts. 
In diving you must hare perfect control 


over yourself or you will get nervous and 
lose your head. Confidence and the prop- 
er amount of practice will make each suc- 
cessive part of the dive more or less 
mechanical. The tension experienced by 
some divers is Brer when they spring, 
With others not until they enter the wa- 
ter. Bnt this 1* chiefly a matter of tem- 
perament, for other* feel no tension what- 
ever and appreciate each part, the filling 
ot the lungs with air, the spring, the fall- 
ing through space and the entering and 
cleaving of the water. 


One of the chief danger*-of high diving 


Is that of coming over on one's back. 
Divers often get the backs of their legs 
fearfully bruised by neglecting to keep 
them quite straight and allowing them to 
bend backward from the'knees.

Hindoo Dancing. 


Hlndo* dancing bear* no similarity to 


that of the European. 
Stage acting in 


the shape of comedies nnd tragedies Is 
hardly to be found among the Hindoos. 
The chief characteristic of their dancing 
Is their drew, which very often is horri- 
ble and grotesque to look at. 
Their 


dunces consist in wrestling, jumping and 
moving the shoulder*, heads, bands, legs, 
as if agitated by violent convulsions, to 
the sound of musical Instruments. 


The Hindoo tnste for music i* so mark- 


ed that there is not a single gathering, 
however small, which has not some mu- 
sician* at it* head. The Instruments on 
which they play are, for the most part, 
clarinets and trumpets, they have also 
cymbal* and several kinds of small drams. 
The sound* produced by these instru- 
ments are far tfttm pleasing and may 
even appear hideous to European ear*. 


The metuva, or conductor, is the most 


remarkable of all the musicians. In beat- 
ing time he taps with his fingers on a nar- 
row drum. As he beats his shoulders, 
head, arms, thighs and, in fact, all the 
parts of his body perform successive 
movements, and simultaneously he utters 
inarticulate cries, thus animating the 
musicians both by voice and gesture.— 
Catholic World. 


Welch Rabbit. 


The famous John Chamberlain of 


Washington had a recipe for Welsh rab- 
bit which was a poem. It Is as follows: 


"Welsh 
Babbit.—Four 
ounces 
of 


cheese, half an ounce of butter, a spoon- 
ful of made mustard, two tablespoonfals 
of cream, cayenne and black pepper to 
taste. 
"Grate or chop the cheese then In a 


bowl with a spoon or In a mortar with a 
pestle, rub all to a uniform paste, adding 
or not, as you like, a tablespoonful of ale, 
porter, beer or champagne, make a slice 
of rather thick toast, which dip an In- 
stant in boiling water and place in the 
oven. 
"Now transfer yonr prepared chetee 


mixture to a aaucvpan and stir over a 
gentle heat until melted, then heat up 
quickly and pour upon the toast and 
serve. This is a quantity for one per- 
son. Time required, from three to five 
minutes. This recipe won the respect ot 
congress."—New York Herald.

The Bothermel campaign is being push- 


ed with a great deal of activity In Phila- 
delphia. Differing from most campaigns 
that heretofore have been waged in the 
name of "reform," the Union party has 
erected a complete political machine and 
In conducting the campaign In a practical 
ftishlon. Every division in the city has 
bout thoroughly organized. 
The work 


has been done under the supervision of 
men thoroughly trained In the school of 
l.raotloal politics. Alex. McOlure, who 
has been characterized as a prince of polit- 
ical jobbers, is the gilded head of the "re- 
form" movement. Closely following Mc- 
Clure, but In'the shadow, is David Martin. 
K. A. VanValkenburg, managing editor of 
the North American, and an old Quay lieu- 
tonont, is a potent part of the vital force 
that is cementing the opposition into a con- 
crete mass with which It Is hope lo crush 
the crowd that now holds forth at the City 
Hall. James Gay Gordon, of unsavory 
judicial reputation, if Philadelphia papers 
H re to be believed, also of the North Ameri- 
ctn, Is a director in the campaign. It is 
this thoroughly organized opposition that 
the Ashbridge machine fears. Sincere re- 
form movements are a "cinch" for the 
practical politicians. 


The three Senators who will occupy most 


attention in the next Congress will be 
Messrs. Platt, Hanna and Fairbanks. Sen- 
ator Plait's relations with President Roose- 
velt are notoriously cool, nor has he made 
himself more popular at the White House 
with his recent declaration that "Roose- 
velt wan an organization man at Albany 
and he will be an organization man at Wash- 
ington." Mr. Roosevelt's honorable am- 
bition looks to a renominatlon in 1904. 
He will hardly win the confidence of his 
fellow c itizens by a line of conauct which 
will vindicateJJr. Plait's arrogant boast. 
Mr. Hanna is in a peculiar poaition. 
It 


has pleased him to express in various in- 
terviews recently his loyalty to Mr. Roose- 
velt. Mr. Banna's power in the Senate 
has passed away. Never popular among 
his colleagues, he has now lost the only 
means by which he was enabled to main- 
tain niH powwer. The national Republi- 
can committee of which he is chairman is 
to all intents and purposes dead. 


No office-holder will seek his influence 


to obtain reappointment, because Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has already declared that 
no such influence is necessary. Politicians 
are practical men. With them the strong- 
est element in the virtue of gratitude is a 
lively Bense of the future. 
They are quick 


to understand that Mr. Roosevelt will not 
consult Mr. Hanna in future and that his 
title of Warwick has now before It the most 
dismal little word in the English language 
—"ex." Mr. Fairbanks will be regarded 
by thoughtful people with that gentle sym- 
pathy that is due a man whose ambitions 
and pluns have received a staggering blow, 


la spite of the interesting story that Mr. 


Hanna intended launching his own Presi- 
dential boom at the dinner which was to be 
given at his house when the President 
would be his guest immediately after the 
visit to Buffalo, all Information here 
agreed that Mr. Fairbanks was President 
McEinley's choice for the Republican 
nomination in 1904. How quick Mr. Fair- 
banks has been to grasp the situation that 
his friends here have strongly advised him 
to put forth in some semi official way the 
announcement that his boom for the nomi- 
nation in 1904 has been.withdrawn.—Phil- 
adelphia Times.

Deputy Clemens 
finally decided that under the circumstan- 
ces it would be best to hold an inquest, 
which took place Wednesday afternoon.

dant evidence to show that both men were 
drunk. The jury found that Young came 
to his death by falling from his wagon 
while intoxicated and that he had been 
furnished liquor by Harry McOord at the 
Cross Keys Hotel. The jury also censured 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Beatty for employing 
such an incompetent person as McOord.

of Quarter Sessions of Bucks county by 
William 0. Mayne, Esq., in behalf of the 
residents of Bristol township, to erect two 
separate townships contemporaneous with 
the two election districts in this township. 
The petition in this matter was signed by 
nearly every resident in the east election 
district, who, averring that they labor 
under great inconvenience by reason of 
the undue size of the present boundaries 
of this township, claim that it would 
be greatly to their advantage to have 
erected separate townships. 


The residents of the west election dis- 


trict seem equally anxious to join in this 
application of their eastern neighbors and 
a petition is now being canvassed to and 
among them, and it is proposed to hold a 
township meeting in the near future to 
further discuss the advisability, and adopt 
ways and means of obtaining these desired 
results. 
At present the electors meet In 


the primary meetings alternately at either 
Emilie or Newportville, and the conse- 
quent difficulty in attending places of 
meetings so far remote from the different 
election districts is, in the spring of the 
year, when our roads are usually at their 
worst, has caused the electors to seek this 
change. 
Again, as the only township offices which 


would be materially affected by this change 
are the Supervisors, who are disposed to 
divide up their duplicates and work on 
the lines of the present election districts, 
It would seem that as the law provides for 
the decreasing of the Supervisors, so that 
each township can elect one Supervisor, 
that this end could best be obtained in 
the manner indicated, and in this way cen- 
tralize the responsibility of the Supervisor 
to the respective election districts, which 
desire to be erected into townships.

-he past it has been necessary to run a 
Ine of stages to convey passengers over 
the break in trie road. 


The Neshaminy Elevated Railway Com- 


pany, was incorporated under the recently 
eracted rapid transit laws which give ele- 
vated roads thu right of eminent domain. 
The elevated company claim they will ex- 
perience no difficulty in now getting by 
Ur.

•rlstol Delegates In Convention. 
The tweuty-eecono annual convention o 


tbe State Firemen's Association of Penn 
sylvanla convened in the Academy o 
Music, Philadelphia, on Tuesday after 
noon and closed yesterday at 1 p. m. In 
asmuch as tbe three chartered companies 
of Bristol, together with the Firemen 
Relief Association are members of this or 
ganization and each sent a delegate to th 
convention, the business transacted bos 
been of local Interest, and tbe reports o 
the proceedings as published in the daily 
papers have been eagerly read by the eev 
eral hundred firemen in the borough. 


From the delegates we learn that the 


session was a most interesting and profit 
able one. The several papers which were 
read, touching upon matters relating to 
the work of the firemen, were edifying anc 
instructive. Probably the one paper whicl 
made the strongest impression upon the 
minds of the Bristol delegates was tha 
entitled "The possibility of burning build 
ings being converted into gas retorts 
causing rapid destruction." It lius nl 
was been the theory in Bristol that the 
worst possible thing which could be don 
at a fire was to open the doors and win 
dows, thus producing a draught and feed 
ing oxygen to the flames. William McDe 
vitt, 
inspector of the Philadelphia in 


eurance patrol,who read the paper, prove< 
however, 
by 
a 
practical demonstra 


tion, that far greater danger was engend 
ered by confining the smoke. Smoke, hi 
said, contained the gases arising from the 
burning object, and if confined wouk 
reach a temperature of several hundred de 
greee, and finally explode. Mr. McDevitl 
had a miniature two-story house on the 
Rtago. The upper loom ho allowed to fil 
with smoke from burning wood, but as 
soon as a flame was introduced into the 
room a terrific explosion occurred, which 
blew out the windows. This demonstra 
tion was very instructive to the Briuto 
delegates and will explain tbe reason 
which is often mystifying why a builidng 
which apparently is not on fire, will sud 
deuly burst into flame and instantly be on 
flre all over. 


Yesterday afternoon the Bristol dele- 


gates accompanied tne State Association 
on its excursion on the Delaware river 
and upon the return to Philadelphia, at 
tended the banquet tendered to the Aseo 
ciation by the firemen of Philadelphia. 
They describe it as the largest banquel 
which any of them has ever attended, 
Covers were spread for 1650 people anc 
fully 1500 wern in attendance. It was hole 
in the upper story of the pavilllon at Race 
street wharf. These gatherings of 
the 


firemen from all parts of tbe State in an 
nual convention, where they can promul' 
gate new ideas and debate upon methodi 
regarding the fighting of fires, cannot help 
but prove of inestimable value to all who 
attend and when the delegates return home 
and report the procedings to their respec 
tive companies, then the community feels 
the effect of the influence of these gather- 
ings, from the increased efficiency of the 
local companies. This afternoon the fire- 
men are holding their anrual parade in 
Philadelphia. America Hose Hook and 
Ladder Co.. No. 2, of Bristol, is particn- 
pating, having been assigned to tbe second 
division. Before leaving for Philadelphia 
this morning, they made a short street 
parade and presented a handsome appear 
since in their new uniforms. They are 
headed by the Camden City Band and have 
sixty men in line.

promptly repaired and put in good condi- 
ion, or the people living in and about 
S'ewtown will be very derelict In their du- 
;y as citizens of our great Commonwealth 
if they do not take prompt and earnest 
steps to have this Company's charter an- 
rulled and its franchise surrendered.

Half tbe deaths in the world are now
